COUNSEL AND “A LOW 
CRIME.”

HE hearing was resumed in the Central 
Criminal Court, Dublin, yesterday,. be- 
fore Judge Davitt, of the case in which 

Robert Booth, mechanic, Lower Olanbrassil 
street, Dublin; Emily Booth, his wife, and 
Mrs. Agnes, Larkin, Arnott street, South Cir- 
cular road, were charged on twenty-four 
counts of conspiracy to extort sums of money 
from Mr. “X ” by blackmail. 

Mr Paul McCarthy (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuting, said that 
four of the counts referred to conspiracy, and 
the remaining twenty relaca to demanding 
money with iInenaces, 

Mr. McCarthy then dealt with the origin of 
the alleged conspiracy—how Mr. ‘‘X” met 


Mrs. Booth in Dublin in 1929, how they met. 


again on subsequent occasions, and how Mrs. 
Booth received money from Mr. “X” on 
different occasions, following an accusation 
that he had been familiar with her in a taxi- 
cab. He explained how Mrs. Larkin was in- 
troduced by Mrs. Booth to the complainant, 
and how she promised to do all she could to 
settle the trouble between him and the 
Booths. 

Mr. “X” met Mrs. Larkin on different 
occasions between January, 1930, and 
INbruary, 1931, and on the 18th February, 
1951, in a café in George’s street, she warned 
him that “there was going to be great 
trouble.’’ On leaving the café he was accosted 
by a man, whom he subsequently learned was 
Robert Booth. Booth accused him of 
familiarity with his wife, and of having paid 
repeated visits to his house, and asked for 
compensation. He suggested that if he were 
not paid there would be complications, 

Mr. “X ” handed over £12 to Booth in a 
public-house, and, following a suggestion by 
the male accused that if an arrangement were 
entered into complainant would hear no more 
about it, a meeting was arranged at a 
solicitor’s office in Trinity street. Here an 
agreement was drawn up including certain 
clauses, and stating that £150 was paid to 
Booth in full settlement of all claims. 

A telegram was received by Mr. ‘‘ X ” from 
Booth on March 5th, 1931, asking him to 
arrange a meeting, and he did so. 300th 
suggested that it would save endless trouble 
and exposure if Mr. “XX ' got Mrs. Larkin 
off his hands,” and with this object in view 
a meeting was arranged at a solicitor’s office, 
at which Mrs. Larkin, having signed a letter 
denying tlre truth of the story that there had 
been any improper relations between her and 


Mr. “ X,” was paid £50 by the latter. Booth 


demanded £20 for his part in the negotiations, 
and was paid. 

‘You will, I am sure, have no sympathy 
with a blackmailer,’’ said Mr. McCarthy. “ It 
is a low crime, and a contemptible one, and 
1 am sure you will not allow it to flourish nn 
this city. 

Mr. “X” gave evidence in support of 
counsel's statement. 

Mr. Valentine E. Kirwan, solicitor, Trinity 
street, gave evidence of having been con- 
sulted by Mr. “X “” and the accused, Booth, 
on February 26th. Mr. “X “ said that he 
had relationship with Booth’s wife, and that 
Booth was going back to live with her, and 
that they were leaving the Free State. He 
wanted to pay £150 in settlement, and witness 
drew up the agreement, which was signed by 
the two men. The word “ blackmail’ was 
not mentioned, and the whole suggestion was 
that Mr. “X” had wronged Booth and 
wanted to give him a fresh start. 

Mr. William Hunter, solicitor, Dame 
street, gave evidence relating to visits from 
Booth and Mr. ‘‘ X,”’ and, in reply to the 
judge, said that he thought the thing was 
blackmail. 

Further hearing of the case was adjourned 
until 10.30 this ‘morning. 


CIVIL SERVANTS AND 
SAVINGS. 


FALSE RUMOURS 
DENIED. 


There is no truth in the statemc it published 
in an English contemporary that savings 
associations in Free State Government depart- 
ments must be wound up by order of Mr. 
Blythe, Minister for Finance. All that has 
happened, we learn on the best authority, 1s 
to vary the manner of paying subscriptions 
by making deduction from salaries. Since 
this ‘method was made uniform, now some 
months ago, only two complaints have been 
received by the Minister, and these have been 
dealt with. 

When Mr. Mullett, 


secretary, 
to say about this “ blow to civil servants,” 
he declared that the statement published was 
inaccurate. 

‘To my knowledge,” he added, ' no order 
has been made by the Minister for Finance 
as to the winding-up of savings associations 
in Government departments. Heretofore some 
departments working cycle scheme No. 1 con- 
ducted their associations by means of deduc- 
tions from pay and others by direct collection. 

‘‘In order to have uniformity of operation, 
the Minister intimated several months ago 
that it was his wish that, where practicable, 
all such associations in Government depart- 
ments be operated by deductions from pay. 
I have no official knowledge of any opposition 
by civil servants to the suggested alteration, 
nor has any information of such been given 
by any member of the staff of this office to 
the Press. 

‘‘It should be noted that participation in 
these associations is purely voluntary, whether 
the members be civil servants or not. They 
were started in 1924 and are still going 
strong.”

The case of Joseph Baskin, of 35 Walter 


strect, Hightown, Manchester, against Harry 
Leatherman, of 24 Elton street, Lower 
Broughton, Salford, near Manchester; the 
Hospitils’ Sweepstakes Committee, and che 
Trustees of the Hospitals’ Trust, ‘imited, 
was again listed on a motion on behalf of the 
plaintiff for an inteilocutory injunction to 
restrain the other defendants from paying to 
Leatherman the prize money payable on a 
ticket in the sweepstake on the English Derby. 

Mr. Maurice Walker (instructed by Messrs. 
Longtield, Kelly and Armstrong), who applied 
for the injunction, read an affidavit of his 
client in which it was stated that the 
plaintiff purchased a half-share in a ticket 
held by the defendant, Leatherman, in the 
sweepstake. ‘The ticket was drawn with a 
horse called Shell Transport, and the prize 
money payable in respect of it was 
£333 6s. 8d. The defendant, Leatherman, had 
since repudiated the sale, and refused to pay 
him a share of the prize-money which he 
claimed 


TRUSTEES’ UNDERTAKING. 
An affidavit. said Mr. Walker, had been 


put wm on behalf of the trustees and the com- 
mittee, stating that they would hold the 
money to abide the order of the Court. He 
was satisfied with that undertaking, but he 
called attention to a case which, he said, 
was of a similar kind, in which Mr. Justice 
Johnstor had granted an injunction pend 
ing the hearing of the action. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that he also had 
had some of these cases before him, and had 
intimated that there were certain questions 
which should be argued before him. He did 
not know whether these questions had been 
discussed before Mr. Justice Johnston. First 
of all, he wanted to know, if a contract was 
made in England for a sale in this case, 
whether English law or Irish law was to be 
enforced. Assuming, for the purpose of argu- 
ment, that the Act authorising the sweep- 
stakes enabled an action in Ireland to be 
taken on the original contract with regard to 
the sale of tickets, did it legalise subsidiary 
sweepstakes’? He was not sure that a lot of 
mischief that never was intended by the Act 
at all was not being let in if a number of 
persons joining together in the purchase of 
tickets and paying ls. each could come into 
court and make a claim, just as if they were 
the purchasers of a ticket for 10s., to one: 
tenth share of the prize money of the ticket. 

Mr. Walker—It would be very hard on poor 
people who had not 10s. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Very hard, if the 
law intended that these poor people should be 
facilitated in coming and spending all their 
money on these gambling transactions; but 1t 
is probable that the Legislature did not intend 
that these unfortunate people who could only 
raise a shilling should be encouraged to spend 
their shillings in gambling at all. 

CONTRACTS MADE IN ENGLAND. 

Mr. Cherry (instructed by Messrs. French 
and French), on behalf of the defendant 
Leatherman, opposed the motion. and relied 
on Section 18 of the Gaming Act of 1845, sub- 
mitting that the contract, made in England 
between two Englishmen, was a contract by 
w:y of gaming. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that the onus 
was on the plaintiff in this case to show that 
he had a good cause of action, and that the 
contract was a good contract according to 
English law. He would adjourn the applica- 
tion until next Tuesday to give the plaintiff 
an opportunity of discharging the onus that

Reserved judgment was delivered, dis- 
missing an action for specific performance in 
which the plaintiff was Mr. Charles J. 
McDermott, Rookwood House, Athleague, 
County Roscommon, and the defendant was 
Miss Margaret E. Madden, The Herm.cage, 
Ballymoe, County Galway. The plaintiff 


sought an order against the defendant to 


carry out an alleged agreement for the sale 


‘to him of a farm of 150 acres at Gilkagh 


West and Lisnageeragh, Ballymoe, for £2,500. 
The defendant denied the alleged agreement, 
and pleaded that she had not given authority 
for the sale of the lands Mr. Justice 
Johnston held on the evidence and the facts 
before him that the real purchaser was Myr.

No. 35 Squadron was making 
for the direction of Beckton Marshes, and 
207 Squadron broke away and continued its 
course to the West India Docks. It was in- 
tercepted by a Fighter Squadron, and one 
could see reflections of the lines shown from 
the anti-aircraft guns which were stationed 
in defence. The flight was continued at 
about 4,500 to 5,000 feet, and passed over 
the docks.

MOON-DRENCHED 
BEACHES. 


By a Speciat CORRESPONDENT. . 
The heavy gale that had raged. inter- 
ad. at last 
gubsided, save for an occasiona mite gust 
of wind that rocked and tore the ‘sorely-tried 
trees. The heavens, freed from the pull of 
scurrying clouds, shone dark and steely: in 
the moonlight, with hero and there a stray 
wisp of fieecy cloud. scurrying. to- join the 
main army now flung far down the Aorizon. 
Beyond the solemn roar of the receding ,surf 
there was silence, and the storm-racked bay 
Jay glistening and ghostly in the moonlight, 
framed by the background of savage rocks 
and low cliffs, behind which lay the iat farm- 
Jands of Saint Owen's Parish. From the dark 
shadows at the foot of the foreshore cvept 
three or four farm carts that creaked and 
jolted uneasily over the glistening sands, the 
men talking to each other in low voices 
as if subdued by the wild beauty of the 
scene. They were the wrackers, or seaweed 
atherers, who eke out a hard-won liveli- 
sg on their little farms by gathering the 
seaweed cr wrack of the beaches, and later, 
when it has been dried and collected in 
stacks, sell it by auction to those unable to 
collect the valuable fertiliser for themselves. 
Slowiy they crept across the yielding sands 
and parted company, each choosing his area 
from which to load his cart. The sea had 
been lavish of its harvest. Great swathes of 
wrack and weed lay strewn grotesquely 
around, or, twisted by the breakers into rude 
semblance of rope, the stretched titanic cable 
lengths in the wake of the surf. 
THE BOUNTY OF THE SEA. 

With his long-pronged fork, the worker 
patiently gathers his spoil into small heaps, 
until a sufficiency has been obtained, when 
th> cart is loaded up and driven with its 
dripping burden to some place well above 
higr water mark, where the load is tipped to 
@Wwait removal at some more convenient time. 
They work quietly, but hard, those toilers 
ot the sea; for not always does the sea give 
go generously, and weeks may elapse before 
another such opportunity arises. Again and 
again the sodden carts pass to and from the 
waters edge, depositing their gleanings in 
shining heaps above the shingle, until this 
great amphitheatre of sand has been despoiled 
of wrack. Utterly weary, wet, and hungry, 
the steaming horses and sodden men tfore- 

ather at some sheltered spot. Perhaps a 
fire is lighted, and chilled bodies comforted 
with copious draughts of steaming tea or 
coffee from thermos flasks or canteens. 
Sandwiches and bread and cheese, with, per- 
haps, an onion, are brought forth from oddly- 
shaped paper bundles, and, as the pleasant 
influence of food and drink after heavy toil 
makes itself felt, pipes and cigarettes come 
out and tongues are loosened. 

Nor have the animals been forgotten; the 
poor beasts crunch happily at 
the lee of the carts. These men, used and 
experienced in hardships, do not forget then 
dumb helpers, and an ill-treated horse, or,

The Durban Queue : 
Mr. “ Pete” Desjardins 
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An Olympic Champion. 


I am looking forward to seeing Mr. 
“ Pete ” Desjardins, Olympic and world 
champion diver, at Blackrock Baths on 
Saturday next. His exhibition, which is 
designed to illustrate the fact that modern 
aquatic diving is really a display of ad- 
vanced gymnastics, ought to be highly 
interesting to all onlookers, and to be 
expertly appreciated by gymnasts. 

I am told that Mr. Desjardins, who is 
named ‘‘ the little bronze statue,’’ delights 
in performing what is called a “one and 
a half somersault forward with full 
twist.” In this he takes off the board in 
a rolled-up pose—Knees to chin with 
hands clasping shins—and revolves 
rapidly forward, his head making a com- 
plete circle and then coming undermost 
again. At this point he straightens to 
full stretch, and, extending his arms side- 
Ways, spins completely round before enter- 
ing the water head first. The whole 
thing, which is a startling feat of body 
control, and the most difficult of the 
Olympic tests, so far has been accom- 
plished by only three other divers. Mr. 
Desiardins’s speciality is a back somer- 
sault off the board, in which he lands on 
the same spot again and rebounds off into 
a forward somersault, to enter the water 
with a perfect ““ header,”* 


Ghe Queue. 


While queueing, as generally practised, 
is as good an example of patience as any- 
one could wish, a correspondent in South 
Africa informs me that amongst the native 
labourers of Durban it is, in addition, a 
test of honesty.

Ghe Nationalism of Soup. 


I fear that soup in this country, save in 
the case of meat broths, seldom reaches a 
level of distinction. It is to be regretted, 
since the menu—that document of 
nationalism—has no more strongly 
national item than the soup. In England 
‘it is generally admitted that the art of 
making vegetable soup is more or less un- 
English cooks, like our own, 
excel in the making of broths. Chicken 
broth, however, is better in France than 
in England or Ireland, but the superiority 
lies in the chicken. Excellent fish soups 
are made in Scotland, and there is a 
famous broth made of the New Zealand 
shellfish called toheroa. 

There is also among fish soups the 
Russian oukha, made with Volga sterlet, 
with lemon added, and the Rumanian 
eiorba, made of pike.

From Our HARBOUR. CORRESPONDENT, 

It is unfortunate that. for some of us, a 
summer holiday out of Ireland is marred 
by the prospect of having to cross the Irish 
Sea. The fact casts no reflection upon the 
excellent behaviour of the steamers running 
to English and Scottish ports. Sometimes, 
even before the ship is reached, seasickness, 
like some dread spectre, grimaces through the 
‘windows of the car as we drive down the 
quays, or, at the mere name of “boat” 
train, so glibly spoken by the porters at West- 
land row Railway Station, a sinister con- 
tracting sensation is experienced in a region 
just below the breast-bone. 

The certain cure, apparently, does not 
exist, but a well-known chief steward, widely 
experienced in dealing with seasick passen-

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THE GRAVES AT LINDLEY. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—We have returned from Lindley, 
where we were on the thirty-first anniversary 
of what is known as “ the Lindley Disaster.’’ 
Those who lost relatives there may like te 
know that the graves are well cared for. The 
town lies in a hollow surrounded by kopjes; 
a sluggish river, tree-bordered, winds round 
it. Its streets are lined with red gum trees; 
there are some shops, a good hotel, two 
garages; the church, built four years ago, 
has a clock tower, the dial lghted at night 
by electricity. 

“The old chapel is close to the new one. It 
was a temporary hospital during the war, and 
it was here the wounded were cared for—and 
died. The cemetery lies a little outside the 
town; it is walled and there are trees in It. 
It looks like an oasis on the burned veldt 
which surrounds it. We went there early in 
the morning. It was peaceful and quiet, birds 
singing in the sheltering trees and doves 
cooing from the belt of shrubs near the river. 
The Yeomanry graves We near the entrance 
Marshall Porter’s cross can be seen above the 
wall as one approaches. 

All the memorial tombstones are in gookl 
condition. There are also thirty-three iron 
crosses, marking the resting place of men of 
different regiments ; for there was much fight- 
ing at different times mear Lindley. These are 
a little weather-worn; some had no names; on 
others they were obliterated; some are still 
clearly marked. There is also a row of graves 
with no indiéation as to what they are. Close 
by is the grave of Petruis De Wet, who died 
about four years ago. It was he who led the 
attack on the 45th Company. He was only a 
very distant relative of the De Wet who still 
has a farm near “ Yeomanry Kopje.’’ I 
believe he was a brother of the better known 
Chrieian De Wet, but of this Í am not sure. 

About two miles from the town is what is 
locally known as ‘‘ Yeomanry Kopje.”’ It 
is steep and stony, with a plateau on the top. 
Here stands the monument erected by their 
comrades to the men who fell there, and some 
of them are buried here. The white cross 
and black lettering are as clear as the day 
they were first put up. The man who 
motored us out was the son of one who fought 
against us. We could not have had a better” 
guide or a more quietly sympathetic one. As 
we climbed the hill, the sun was setting,

Dark falls rapidly here. As we turned to 
leave, the moon was silvery above and all the 
lights of Lindley glittering in the distance.

We are glad to think that there is no 
hostile atmosphere surrounding the last rest-

THE AGRICULTURAL RATES BILL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 
Sir,—The proceedings in the Dail on the 

Committee stage of the Rates on Agricultural! 
Land Bill have surprised and disappointed 
many farmers occupying land within borough 
and urban areas, who have been living in 
the hope of participating at least in the dis. 
tribution of the £750,000 supplemental relief 
from rates. Many of these holders also 
thought that the opportunity afforded would 
be taken by the Government to redress the 
grievance they suffer by their exclusion from 
the original Agricultural Grant under, the 
Local Government Act, 1898—a_ grievance 
which the Minister for Local Government is 
reported to have referred to, in the Com 
mittee, as '“ an injustice from which they had 
suffered for years, but had said nothing about 
it until now.” The bill has not passed all 
stages yet, and I presume opportunity is 
still open for redressing that injustice, as 
well as for arranging that farmers within an 
urban or borough area should receive their 
dne share of the £750,000 Grant which hes 
been provided by the State for the relief of 
farmers without distinction. 

It is a fallacy to assume that farmers in 
the vicinity of towns have, in these days, 
any substantial advantage in proximity to 
markets. Modern transport conditions heve 
deprived them to a great extent of any such 
advantage. Fairs in this district are but a 
shadow of the past. Cattle-buyers go in 
their motor cars to the most outlying Bans, 
and buy ready cattle on the spot, at no 
worse terms than they offer at the borouch 
boundary.

GALWAY’S CLAIM. 

The minds of leading London financiers and 
of the British Civil Aviation Department are 
once more being turned to the necessity for 
providing a fast liner service, linked up with 
an air service, to and from a port on the 
west coast of Ireland, and Galway has been 
marked out as the most suitable port. A fast 
service to Galway across the North Atlantic 
World necessarily be run from a Canadian port, 
such as Halifax or Harbour Grace, and would 
thus make possible, either by air or overland 
toute from New York, with an aerial service 
at the Galway end, the fastest possible air and 
sea service from the United States and 
Canada to Europe. A couple of millions 
would build a deep water ocean port at 
Furbough, Galway. It is pointed out that if 
the Free State Government used the Air 
Corps for civil ine, or, rather, devised a 
&cheme of civil ying in conjunction with it, 
it would be pussible to establish an Irish air 
service without any extra cost. The cost ot 
misintaining the présént Air Corps is some- 
thing like £120,000 a year, and £40,000 have 
just been expénded on rebuilding an aero- 
drome at Baldonne!l. Baldonnel it is held is 
too far from Dublin to be convenient. 

€IVIL AVIATION. 

The aerodrome could more suitably be 
érécted at Collinstown, which is nearer the 
city. A schema, it is understood, has been 
put before the Government for the develop- 
ment of civil aviation. 1t would take some- 
thing like a capital of £100,000 to establish 
a modérn air sérvice between Dublin and 
London, and the subsidy required for this 
would be a maximum of about £25,000 a 
year: I understand that such a scheme has 
actually been considered and put on paper.

The depvartment still view 
the situation with much anxiety, and desire 
to urge potato-growers to spare no efforts 
to protect this most important cron. 

Since the early sprayings new foliage will 
have developed, and it is of vital importance 
to protect this, as well as the older foliage, 
by a further spraying. 

Proper cultivation has been impossible this 
season. In consequence, the general vield 
will probably be light, and prices should, 
accordingly, be good, and shotld well repay 
the cost of any additional spraying that may 
be given.

While favouring the appointment of a 
committee of Finance Ministers, the 
French Premier objected, in the interests 
of the independence of the central banks, 
to the inclusion of their representatives.

Having gained his point in this connec- 
tion, M.. Laval laid stress on the fact that 
the Finance Ministers themselves must not 
let themselves be carried beyond what was 
capable of practical realisation.

It is understood that the situation is at 
present extremely delicate, and that the 
delegates were pledged to secrecy in regard 
to last night’s meeting of the Finance 
Ministers. 

The Press Association learns from an 
authoritative source that no scheme was 
agreed to at the protracted meeting of the 
Finance Ministers. Certain proposals were 
made and discussed at great length. These 
proposals are to be submitted to the 
Plenary Conference to-day, and will be re- 
-discussed in the presence of the Prime 
Minister. 

It was stated that the duration of the 
Conference would depend upon how the 
plenary meeting took the report, which 
will be presented to-day. Stress was laid 
upon the point that something has to be 
done quickly if Germany is to be rescued 
from her present pet, and unless a plan 
is agreed upon by to-morrow’s meeting 
there appears to be little likelihood of the 
Seven-Power Conference lasting much 
longer.

Order issued by the British Minister 
of Agriculture and Fisheries, prescrib- 
ing the conditions under which cattle, sheep, 
ts or swine from Ireland or the Isle of 
an may be landed in England. The Order 
provides penalties for breaches -of its pre- 
scribed regulations. It comes into operation 
to-day. | 


THE TEXT. 
The following is the text of the Order :— 
1. The Animals (Landing from Ireland and 
Isle of Man) Order of 1931, and the Animals 
a mips trom Ireland and Isle of Man) 
Order of 1931 (No. 2) are hereby revoked. 

2. Cattle, sheep, goats or swine shipped 
from Ireland or the Isle of Man shall not, 
unless and until it is, otherwise ordered ‘by 
the Minister, be landed at any port or place 
in Great Britain, except in accordance with 
the provisions of the Animals (Landing from 
lreland,. Channel Islands and Isle of Man) 
Order of 1923, as amended by any subsequent 
Order and this. Order. 

Provided that. this Article shall not. be 
deemed to authorise the landing in Great 
Britain of any animal brought from County 
Down, or the City of Belfast, or from any 
other place in Northern Ireland or the Irish 
Free State situate within any premises or 
area subject, for the time being, to restric- 
tions on the movement of animals, imposed 
in connection with foot-and-mouth disease; 
nor authorise the movement of any animal 
contrary to the provisions of the Foot-and- 
Mouth Disease (infected Areas Kestrictions) 
Order of 1925, where the animal is landed at 
a landing place situate within a foot-and- 
mouth disease infected area to which that 
Order for the time being applies.

| ISE French Government published this 

evening the text oí the memorandum 
which has ben forwarded to the 
Secretary-General oí the League oí 
Nations stating its position on the 
question of limitation and reduction of 
armaments in view of the Disarmament 
Conference of 1932. All the Governments 
participating in the Conference were asked 
by the League Council to send in such 
reports before September 15th. The 
memorandum,. which is a very long 
document, insists, first of all, on the close 
connection laid down by the League 
Covenant and the Peace Treaties between 
a general reduction of armaments on the 
one hand, and, on the other. the strict 
observance of the military, naval and air 
clauses of the Peace Treaties: the 
organisation of common action against a 
possible aggressor, and national security, 
which for each country depends on its 
geographical position and other special 
conditions. 


SERVICES “SLOWED 
DOWN.” 


The memorandum goes on to point out 
that France has spontaneously slowed 
down the execution of her naval and air 
programme, and considerably reduced her 
land forces, which are now 577,000 men. 
as compared with 796,000 in 1921. These 
figures represent the total French army 
at home and in the Colonies, and the 
reduction has been applied chiéfly to the 
troops stationed at home. The reduction 
of the term of compulsory military service 
to one year, with recruits called up every 
six months, further diminishes the 
number of trained men by nearly 50 per 
cent. Finally the memorandum defines 
the conditions of success of the 1932 Con- 
ference as :— 

(1) Respect of the treaties, without 
which there can be no confidence; and 

(2) The organisation.of peace, of which 
armament reduction is only one aspect, 
and which depends on compulsory arbitra- 
tion, enforced by mutual assistance in the 
event of aggression. 

The degree of reduction of armaments 
possible will vary according to the nature 
of the mutual assistance and of the 
rapidity with which it intervenes. France 
declares she is ready to take part in the 
organisation of such mutual assistance for 
all countries. She is convinced that the 
1932 Conference will not let slip the great 
opportunity which is offered it.

DISPUTE between the Electricity 
A Supply Board and the Electrical 
Trades Union, which has been extended 
over a period of almost two and a half 
vears. has now reached the stage when a 
satisfactcry settlement may be ex pected. 
The dispute arose on January 9th, 
1929, when the Board inserted an ad- 
vertisement in the Press for the posi- 
tions of electricians, offering wages 
at the rate of 1s. 10d. per hour, flat 
rate, for a sixty-hour week. ! 
This was entirely against the rates laid 
down by the union, which advocates a 44- 
hour week, with overtime and travelling 
allowances for all hours outside the work- 
ing week. A few days after the advertise- 
ment had appeared a meeting of the union 
was: held, and it was unanimously decided 
that members could not accept the terms, 
and since then no trade union electrician 
has worked under the Board, except in the 
case of the Fleet street offices, where the 
men employed under the ia fare AR prior 
to the taking over of the department by 
the Board, continued under their old rates 
and conditions of employment. 
Representations having been made by 
the Electricity Supply Board on October 
Oth of last year in connection with the wir- 
ing on housing schemes, negotiations for 
the settlement of the dispute were opened 
between the Board and the union. These 
continued up to April 29th last, when the 
union decided to withdraw the services of 
their members from the Cabra and Donny- 
carney housing schemes owing to the un- 
satisfactory progress made in the negotia- 
tions since the previous October. 
Since that period the dispute was allowed 
to drag on, and no efforts to bring about 
a settlement were made until the new 
Board was set up. Negotiations have been 
carried on since between the two bodies, 
and the prospects of an early settlement 
look bright. 


PROPOSED SETTLEMENT. 


Under the proposed settlement which 
has been drafted, it is understood that the 
Board has agreed to pay the standard rates 
of wages. The working week of 44 hours is 
to be recognised, and the overtime rates 
and travelling allowances are.to be the 
Same as were in operation prior to the 
dispute.

GERMAN GRIEVANCES, 


It is really time that some attempt were 
miade to examine firmly, but with an open 
rind, the grievances of Germany, and t 
judge how much in them may be valid, how 
much unfounded ; for the views so crudely ex- 
pressed by the extremists in regard to dis- 
armament and Treaty revision are not 
peculiar to this section. A promise of in- 
vestigation and reconsideration might do 
much to allay the present discontent, which 
is certainly not entirely artificial, and which 
is enough of itself to make impossible the 
full restoration of financial confidence in 
German stability. The presence of Dr. 
I: ining is a warrant of the moderation and 
cood faith of the policy of Germany to-day; 
and it is one of the most _ satisfactorv 
leutures of he present meeting, as it was of 
the recent meeting in Paris, that Dr. Briining 
and M. Laval have clearly found it possible 
to discuss differences between their two 
ecuntries with the utmost frankness and 
cordiality.

MORATORIUM TO END 
OF THE YEAR. 


———— 


The affairs of the Royal Mail Steam 
Packet Company, Ltd., were again before 
Mr. Justice Maugham, in the Chancery 
Division, London, yesterday, when Mr. 
Maurice Berkeley, on behalf of the com- 
pany, asked for the Court’s sanction to 
a further scheme of arrangement provid- 
ing for a moratorium of debts similar to 
that of a preliminary scheme previously 
sanctioned. 

Mr. Justice Maugham said that it was 
not unreasonable to allow a further mora- 
torium. A receiver, if appointed, wouid 
not be able to show any better results. 
The moratorium would be continued to 
the end of the year on certain security 
being given by the company to the First 
Debenture holders. 

Mr. Berkeley explained that since the 
preliminary scheme was sanctioned great 
efforts had been made to reach a final 
scheme which would put the company in 
a sound financial position again. A rough 
draft of the final scheme had been pre- 
pared, but it seemed to be in the interests 
of all parties that it should not be dis- 
closed in its present incomplete form. 
The existing position should be preserved 
for a further six months, to give the com- 
pany time to complete the final scheme. 

The cash position of the company had 
improved, and the company had not had 
to borrow any money under the powers 
given by the preliminary scheme, though 
there had been no trading profit in the 
ordinary sense of the term. If allowance 
was made for depreciation and interest, a 
profit would rot be shown. 

Mr. Justice Maugham—It is far worse 
than that. The truth is that when you 
make such allowance, there has been a 
very large loss. 

Mr. Berkeley—Yes, but the trade re- 
sults have been better. 


ELOQUENT FIGURES. 


Mr. Justice Maugham—I am a iittle 
bit surprised to read the affidavit of Lord 
St. Davids of July 17. I do not see any 
reason for keeping these facts secret. 
Whatever course 1 have to take to-day, 
those figures are eloquent to show that 
the present state of affairs cannot con- 
tinue much longer. Summarised, they 
show that, although on the working re- 
sults of the five months to May 31, 1931, 
there has been a gross profit of. £64,000 
odd, there is, on the other hand, deprecia- 
tion which may be reckoned at £400,000, 
and interest payments amounting to 
£285,000, with the result that on paper 
the undertaking was £627,000 worse off 
than at the beginning of the year. 

Mr. Berkeley said that if the mora- 
torium were continued it was hoped that 
the problems of the company would be 
solved. 


THE DEBENTURE HOLDERS. 


Mr. Spens, K.C., who appeared for the 
Prudential Assurance Company, trustees 
with Lord St. Davids for the First 
Debenture holders, pointed out that a 
considerable number of the company’s 
ships were laid up, and the depreciation 
was 5 per cent. of the cost price. The 
Prudential Assurance Company would 
assent to the scheme if the company would 
execute a further security in favour of the 
First Debenture holders in the form of a 
specific charge on Royal Mail house and 
other freehold assets. 

Mr. Peter Brough (for Lord St. 
Davids) said that his attitude was still 
what it was before—that the best course 
in the interests of everybody would be to 
allow the appointment of a receiver and 
manager. He wished the matter to be left 
in the hands of the Court, while he 
thought it right that the Court should be 
informed of the company’s trading figures 
since the last scheme was sanctioned. 

Mr. Cecil Turner (for the trustees for 
the Second Debenture holders) indicated 
that his clients were prepared to assent to 
the scheme. 


JUDGE DISSATISFIED. 


Mr. Justic Maugham—I am very dis- 
satisfied wit hthe way that the company 
has dealt with the matter. They obtained 
a moratorium to the end of June, and it 
was not until it was clear that the mora- 
torium would leave a considerable gap 
that the application was made to the 
Court. That must not occur again. I 
cannot possibly allow another £123.000 to 
be paid out as if the company were 
solvent. 

Mr. Justice Maugham added that the 
Prudential Assurance Company would 
probably have their difficulties met if the 
trustees stated that, unless a scheme had 
been formulated by the end of November. 
the trustees would think it their dutv to 
give notice of motion for the appointment 
oí a receiver and manager of the under- 
taking on the ground of jeopardy. That 
would operate us from December 31, 1931.

PLEA FOR PROHIBITION. 


ing the Farmer’s Protection Associa-

A REPORT from the deputation represent- 


Saturday that the depression in agriculture 


was so widespread as to call for immediate 
consideration by the Government. That 
summed up the position of the farmers, and 
if the present Government did not immedia‘ely 
adopt a more thoroughly helpful policy 
towards the farmers, the entiré agricultural 
voters in County Dublin and throughout the 
Free State would be obliged during the 
coming months to organise vigorously, so 
that when the time came they might be able 
to exert their influence to elect another 
Government. 


BURDEN OF RATES. 


This season the farmers in Ratidown 
Union area were obliged, after allowing for 
the agricultural relief grants, to meet a de- 
mand for rates on land of 7s. 74d. in the &, 
together with a rate of 13s. 1d. on other 
hereditaments. In South Dublin, after 
allowing for the grant, the amount on land 
was 7s. 4id. in thé £, and on other heredita- 
ments 12s. 93d.; in North Dublin land, 5s. 
9id. in the £, and other hereditaments, 11s. 
add. in Celbrdge on land the figures were 
4s. Sid. and 10s. 29d.., and in Balrothery 
6s. 4id. and Ils. 9d. jd In spite of 
relief the taxation on land continued high 
and oppressive. 

Foreign competition in the County Dublin 
markets, as well as all over the Free State, 
was cutting down the prices obtained for 
home-grown produce to such an extent that 
the income from farming had _ bécome 
seriously reduced. The farmers demanded 
that importation of foreign produce should 
be prohibited, or greatly restricted. Full 
prohibition in many cases was 
needed. It was waste of time 
and money for farmers to appear 
before the Tariff Commission to put up a 
case, for instance, against the importation 
of foreign oats and bacon. The farmers had 
had too much experience in the past of the 
long delay pending the issue of the Tariff 
Commission’s reports. They pointed to the 
disappointment felt by the grain-growers, who 
put their case before the Commission as far 
back as October, 1929, and up to. this the 
report had not been issued. It was their 
opinion that the Tariff Commission was not 
an independent body. 


FOREIGN PRODUCE. 


There was no need to state the facts rela- 
tive to the demand for the ee of 
foreign oats and bacon. The Department of 


| Agriculture was aware of the facts, and if the 


i 


Government did not, of its own accord, en- 
force prohibition the farmers were not going 
to waste time in appearing before the Com- 
mission. 

The trade returns just published for May 
showed that 31,056 cwt. of foreign oats were 
imported into the Free State during that 
month. For the five months the total was 
140,944 cwt. of feeding oats imported, com- 
pared with 51,566 cwt. for the corresponding 
five months of last year, representing an 
almost tripie increase in volume. The impori 
of foreign bacon and hams during the month 
of May was 44,000 cwt., and for the five 
months 212,060 cwt., compared with 199,344 
cwt. for the corresponding period last year. 

It was disastrous that such importation 
should be permitted. The Free State was 
able to produce all its requirements in these 
two commodities, as well as in others. A 
Government that permitted such importation 
was following a policy of economic destruc- 
tion. 

There was no advantage in imported 
feeding stuffs. Relatively, such imports were 
not cheap, for, as the efiect was greatly to 
reduce the market value of home-grown pro- 
ducts, any gain from cheaper imports dis- 
appeared in heavier rates, which must be 
struck to maintain the unemployed. 


DUBLIN CATTLE PRICES. 


In the Dublin Cattle Market last Thurs- 
day prices were stated to be 5s. per cwt, 
lower than at this time last year, fat stock 
being sold at 41s. 9d. per cwt. live-weight, 
compared with 45s. last year. Sheep were 
41s. 6d., against 48s. 9d., and lambs 
51s. 3d., against 59s. 3d. Even allowing for 
restrictfons owing to foot-and-mouth disease, 
prices had all along shown a downward 
tendency. 

In the pig market business was slow at 
reduced prices, and trade continued da- 
pressed, foreign competition having reduced 
the prices for home-cured bacon to such an 
extent that farmers could not get an adequate 
price for pigs, and had no encouragement 
to go on rearing them. . At creameries the 
price paid for milk was not above 4d. per 
gallon, an utterly unremunerative price to 
farmers 

All these facts must be taken into account 
immediately by the Governinent, and means 
must be devised to help the farmers. 

Mr. P. J. Kettle stated that taxation and 
the low prices obtained for produce through 
foreign importation made it imperative on 
the Government to preserve the home market 
for farmers. They must protect their 
fumilies. They could not, and would not, under 
present conditions, continue to pay the 
present charges on land. 

Mr. Alfred Grimes urged that the Local 
Government Department should put a veto 
on the adontion by County Councils of schemes 
for new works during the prevailing depres- 
sion. 

In view of the coming general election, 
an apveal was made to all farmers to organise 
their districts in furtherance of the Farmers’ 
Protection Association.

ARGUMENTS BEFORE 
WORLD COURT.

THE HAGUE, Tuesday. 

FTER speaking for nearly a day and 

a half, Professor Bruns, the leading 

counsel for Germany, concluded his argu- 

ments before the World Court, which is 

considering the Austro-German Customs 

union project. The case is being tried by 

fifteen judges of fifteen different nation- 
alities. 

The case has been referred to the Court 
by the Council of the League of Nations 
at the initiative of Mr. Arthur 
Henderson. 

During the course of his speech to-day 
Professor Bruns asked what sovereign 
rights Austria would be abandoning by 
the proposed Customs union. If specula- 
tions on what might result in the future 
from the Customs union were to be taken 
into account in determining whether such 
a union was not compatible with the 
Treaty, he could also look into the past 
and ask if the régime imposed upon 
Austria by that Treaty was compatible 
with the armistice and the fourteen points 
of President Wilson. He contended that 
the proposed Customs union was neither 
inconsistent with Article 88 of the Treaty 
of St. Germain nor with the Protocol of 
Geneva of 1928. Austria had not 
alienated its liberty. To-morrow yeeron. 
Professor Kaufmann, the leading counse 
for Austria, will address the Court, 
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severe ‘ai upon ,Germany’s 
structure, ch has taken two forms— 
firstly, of a flight from the mark within 
Germany, and, secondly, of the withdrawal 
of — posits and the curtailment by 
foreign banks,of outstanding lines of credit. 


CO-OPERATIVE ACTION. 


“ Fundamentally, there is nothing to 
justify these movements, and there is no 
reason why the present emergency should 
not be immediately and definitely sur- 
mounted through —— ve action. 

“The flight from the mark can be, and 
is being, successfully combated by the 
vigorous action of the German Government 
and the Reichsbank. Once unreasonable 
fear has been eliminated. the certain 
patriotism of the German people can be 
relied upon to prevent the destruction of 
the credit of their own country, 

“ With regard to external credits,’’ the 
document continues, ‘‘ we believe that the 
first approach to the problem is the de- 
velopment of a programme permitting the 
maintenance for an adequate period of the 
present outstanding lines of credit. We 
understand that the volume of credit, 
together with freed reparations and the 
gain from the allayment of panic, should 
be adequate to meet the needs of Ger- 
many's economic life at the immediate 
moment. 


WORKING OUT BEPAILS. 


“On the other hand, it must be ap- 
parent that, unless provision is made 
for the maintenance of these credits, 
any attempt to provide new ones— 
whether short or long—would be in- 
effective. In development of such a 
programme, the Governments of coun- 
tries having principal banking centres, 
including the United States, might 
well undertake to encourage their bankers 
to organise and permit the maintenance 
for an adequate period of the present out- 
standing lines of credit to Germany. 

“ The responsibility for working out the 
details should be left to the banking com- 
munities of the respective countries. Such 
voluntary arrangements should be supple- 
mented for the time being by the strict 
control of all foreign exchange transac- 
tions by the Reichsbank. It is believed 
that if such a programme could be made 
promptly effective it would result in the 
immediate restoration of confidence, and 
the necessity of such restrictions would 
shortly disappear. 


SUGGESTED COMMITTEE. 


“ A committee should be elected by the 
Bank for International Settlements, 
or should be created by some other 
appropriate method, to secure co- 
operation on the following ques- 
tions :— 

“ (a) Consultation with banking interests 
in the different countries to provide 
for the r.newal of the present volume 
of outstanding short-term credits 
from those countries. 

‘““(b) An inquiry int the immediate 
further credit need of Germany. 
‘“(c) The development, in the course of 

the next six or eight months, of a 
plan for the conversion of some pro- 
badeá of short-term -credits into 

ong-term credits.’’ 

Mr. Castle, Acting Secretary of State, 
discussing the United States proposals, 
said that President Hogver was aware 
that the German economic situation was 
complicated by political considerations, 
but that the United States must continue 
its historic policy of friendliness towards 
all nations. 

The Government, Mr. Castle said, could 
not thrust itself into politics. 


PRESIDENT'S APPEAL 
TO PRESIDENT. 
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‘GERMAN PEOPLE’S DIRE 
DISTRESS.” 


From ReEevuter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 


The appeal sent by President von 
Hindenburg to President Hoover on June 
20th, which is published to-day, calls 
attention to the ‘“‘dire distress of the 
German people,’’ and explains that, even 
within the last few days, the Reichsbank 
has been compelled to give up to foreign 
countries one-third of its gold reserves in 
foreign exchanges. 

The President’s letter continues :— 
“Germans have lived through some in- 
finitely difficult years, with a climax last 
winter. Even this spring hopes for our 
business «nd industry did not materialise, 
I, therefore, put into effect the extra- 
ordinary powers conferred,on me by the 
Constitution of the Reich, measures in- 
tended to safeguard the execution of the 
necessary tasks of the State and to main- 
tain the possibility of life for our un- 
employed.. 

“ Every possibility of improving the 
situation by internal measures without 
relief from the outside world has been ex- 
hausted. The economic crisis throughout 
the entire world strikes the German 
people, who were robbed of their reserves 
by the war, with especial vehemence.”’ 


INEVITABLE RESULT. 


Referring to the financial position, 
President von Hindenburg says:—‘‘ The 
inevitable consequence of these events 
must be the further serious curtailment of 
our economic life and 'an increase in the 
number of unemployed, which already 
amounts to more than a third of the labour 
engaged in industry. In order to keep 
courage to face life and retain the con- | 
fidence of the world in her ability to fulfil 
her obligations, Germany urgently needs 
relief immediately if disaster is not to 
befall us and others. | 

“ You, Mr. President, the representative 
of the great United States people, hold the 
pass in yoúr hands of taking steps 
or Germany 'and the wotld whereby an 
immediate change in a situation so fraught 
with danger can be brought about.

As she sailed across the Sound 
to her moorings she passed within one 
hundred yards of the King's yacht 
Britannia, which had been racing in 
Plymouth Regatta, and she received a 
great cheer from those on board. 

She reached her moorings just before 
7 o'clock, and the first quéstion that the 
crew of seven amateurs asked was 4s to 
the progress of the other competitors. 
When told that they were the first to 
reach Plymouth, Mr. Olin J. Stephens, 
the young skipper, expressed surprise; for 
the Dorade is in receipt of an allowance 
of over 46 hours from the scratch boat. 

Among the early visitors to thé Dorade 
to offer congratulations were Mr. E. G. 
Marting, Commodore of the Ocean Racing 
Club, and Major Sir Philip Hunloke, who 
is ra¢ing the King’s yacht Britannia. 


SKIPPER’S STORY. 

In an interview with our Plymouth 
Correspondent, the skipper of Dorade said 
all his crew were amateurs, and were in 
excellent health. “We have eaten and 
slept well,” he said, ‘ throughout the 
trip, but we are glad to come ashore for 
a bath. We have had a wonderful cross- 
I quite expected to make the passage 
in from 21 to 22 days, but actually we have 
done it in just over 17 days. Our best 
day’s run was 208 miles, and for eight 
days we averaged 198 miles daily. The 
slowest performance was the last fifty 
miles, from the Lizard to Piymouth. This 
occupied eleven hours owing to calms.”’ 


THE COMPETITORS. 

Of the ten yachts in the race eight are 
American and two British. 

The race was regarded as one of the most 
daring on record owing to the smallness of 
the craft engaged. The largest yacht, the 
Landfall, measures only 71 feet over all, 
and the smallest, the Amber Jack 2nd, is 
only 36 feet on the water-line. 

Two of the yachts which are racing to 
Plymouth were asighted yesterday, one by 
the s.s. Hamburg, which passed the 
Amber Jack, and the other by a cargo 
steamer, which passed the Lismore.

PRIMATE’S LETTER 
- TO BISHOP. 
380 
STRONG CRITICISM OF 
DR.. BARNES. , 
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HE following letter, dated yesterday, 

I has been addressed by the Archbishop 

of Canterbury to Dr. Barnes, Bishop 
of Birmingham :— 

“ My pean Brsnop,—I had hoped that, as 
between you and me, the matter of St. 
Aidan's, Birmingham, had now been con- 
cluded. But there are some statements in 
your letter of July 15th, which you sent to 
the Press, on which 1 am compelled to make 
some comments. You say that ‘the 
ecclesiastical procedure adopted * by me 
‘which allows a man to make. pledges 
although there may even be. an expectation 
that he will not keep them, arouses grave 
moral disquiet.’ These words, which imply 
that T have personally and on my own 
initiative adopted a particular proceduce, 
show a complete misunderstanding of the facts. 
As this misunderstanding seems to be shared 
by many others, I think it well to set forth 
as briefly as possible the real facts of the 
situation. 

“When the patrons of St. Aidan’s pre- 
sented a clerk to you for admission to the 
benefice you did not examine him as to his 
fitness, but required him, in writing, to make 
cértain promises. Believing that in so doing 
you had exceeded your legal rights, he de- 
clined to make these promises. You then 
refused to admit him. When called to vindi- 
cate your action in the Courts of the Realm 
you declined to appear, and, in your absence, 
an Order was issued directing you to admit 
the clerk. This you refused to do, and thus 
deliberately placed yourself in contempt of 
the law. k would have been permis- 
sible for the patrons to apply for 4 
writ of attachment against you which 
might .have involved imprisonment. 
The patrons were, rightly, anxious: to avoid 
such a possibility. : 
certain established precedents, the applied 
to the High Court, and obtained a writ, 
addressed to me, as Metropolitan, directing 
me, in your default, to admit a fit person to 
the benefice. I accepted the writ; it seemed 
the only way of ending a situation which, by 
your own action, had become intolerable. The 
patrons then presented to me the clerk whom 
you had refused to admit. 1 examined him, 
and, for the reasons stated in my letter to 
you of May 20, 1 satisfied myself that he was 
a fit person. In accordance thzcrefore, with 
the writ addressed to me, | have admitted 
him to the benefice, and there my responsi- 
bility ceases. It has to be remembered that 
a bishop, when acting as himself the patron, 
is entitled, like any other patron, to require 
from anyone whom he 
pointing to a __ benefice such = con- 
ditions of promises as he thinks fit. 
But when another patron presents a clerk, 
the Bishop, in deciding whether or not to 
admit him, is restrained by ‘certain’ well 
known and well defined principles ol 
law. In examining the clerk presented 
to me for admission to St Aidan’s, I was 
careful to observe these limitations, and | was 
assured by the best possible legal advice that 
it would not be in accordance with them to 
attempt to obtain from him the pledges or 
promises which you desired. ‘There was no 
roof that he had already committed any 
beal of his vows; on the contrary, I had 
high testimony from his Bishop as to his 
character and loyalty, and 1 would not have 
been legally justified in requiring proof that 
he would not do so in the future. If the 
law inthis respect ought to be changed it must 
be done either by a decision in the courts, 
which you might have sought and refused to 
seek, or by legislation. So far as Í am con- 
cerned, I have simply adhered to the law. 
Thus, to imply that I have adopted some new 
ecclesiastical procedure is to ignore the real 
facts of the case. | 

“May I add that it seems difficult to 
reconcile your determination to compel some 
of your clergy to obey decisions of the courts 
of law with your own refusal in matters 
affecting your own action to acknowledge the 
obligations of such decisions? There is one 
other point in your letter to which I feel 
bound to. refer. ) 
learned from letters and expressions of 
personal sympathy that to believe ‘that a 
spiritual presence is to be found in the con- 
secrated elements of Holy Communion 's 
regarded as a superstition properly rejcted 
at the Reformation.’ 

“ Apparently you endorse that opinion. All 
I would say is that such words seem scarcely 
consistent with the words of Article XXVIII. 
—that ‘the Body of Christ is given, taken 
and eaten in the Supper after an Heavenly 
and spiritual manner,’ or with the words of 
the Catechism—that ' the Body and Blood of 
Christ, are verily and indeed taken and re- 
ceived by the faithful in the Lord's Supper. 

““I cannot but ask :Is it charitable, is it 
just, to brand as mere superstition a belief 
(whatever you yourself may think about it) 
which is held by multitudes of your fellow 
Churchmen, and which is consistent with the 
formularies of the Curch?”’ 

I have written this letter with the greatest 
relutance; for it is most distasteful to me. 
It is not, I think. in itself, seemly. that ] 
should be involved in a public discussion with - 
one of my brother Bishops in the Province of 
Canterbury.

HOSE Left-Wing members of the 
Labour Farty who kept the House of 


Commons sitting for nineteen hours 
last week, resumed their attack on the 
Government's Unemployment Insurance Bill 
when the report stage was taken this 
evening. 

Mr. Maxton moved a new clause, placing 
upon the Minister the duty of making 
regulations to ensure that persons who 
satisfied the first statutory condition for the 
receipt of benefit, but who were held to be 
not unemployed in any day, although they 
received no wages in respect of that day, 
should be entitled to benefit. 

Miss Bondfield declined to accept the pro- 
posal, on the ground that it was too com- 
gs: a matter to be dealt with in the 
ill, It must be a question of regulation, 
and the interpretation of the regulation by 
the statutory authority. i ' 

Mr. W. J. Brown, in supporting the new 
clause, said that Miss. Bondfield had com 
plained of being misrepresented, bnt ths fact 
was that she was misrepresenting herself, 
her past history, and her work in trade 
union and Labour circles, by resisting any 
attempts to deal with anomalies which hit 
the workman. Mr. Scrymgeour declared that 
the Government had been an abject failure 
in dealing with unemployment, and, he urged 
the Labour Paty to go into the Jobby against 
them. The new clause was rejected by 221 
votes to 17. 


NEW SUB-SECTION. 

Miss Bondfield, on Clause 1, moved a 
new sub-section, bringing within the scope 
of the clause which deals with restrictions 
on the receipt of benefit, “persons who 
habitually work for less than a full week, 
and by the practice of the trade in which 
they are employed, nevertheless receive earn- 
ings, or similar payments, of an amount 
greater than the normal earnings for a full 
week of persons following the same occupa- 
tion in the same district.*’ This sub-section, 
she said, was in substitution of the sub- 
section to which objection was taken during 
the Committee stage. Her object was to 
make it clear that persons who worked short- 
time because of slackness of trade should not 
be deprived of benefit. 

Sir H. Betterton said that the amendment 
entirely altered the scope of -the bill. and 
showed that. Miss Bondfield had yielded to 
the pressure which had been Lrcught to 
bear upon her by Labour back-benchers. 
The bill had now been so reduced in value 


that very few anomalies were going to be | 


dealt with. 

Mr. Hayday, Labour member for Notting- 
ham, said that he was thankful to Miss 
Bondfield for having met them. The amend- 
ment would remove a great many fears. 

Sir Donald Maclean asserted that the un- 
employment insurance system was now being 
largely operated hy employers as a substi- 


tute for wages. That was certainly not the | 


intention of the House or of the Government. 

The amendment was agreed to without a 
division. 

THIRD READING STAGE.

A Fillip to 
Ostrich Farming 


F ASHION’S 
NEW DECREE 


By A Specran CORRESPONDENT. 

The fiats of fashion have been responsible 
for so many massacres in the feathered world 
that it is refreshing to note one calculated 
to preserve and multiply a particular species. 
Ostrich feathers are in high favour once 
more, and, since the great birds take kindly 
to captivity and breed freely therein, they 
are ‘“‘farme|’’ in large numbers in various 
parts of the world. The new decree will 
give an impetus to the industry, and ostrich 
farmers will reap a good harvest. The 
curious profession of ostrich farming is long 
established, and for the last forty or fifty 
years not only has occupied an important 
position in South Africa, but has extended to 
Australia, California and Arizona. 

Man has devoted much time and care to 
improving the breed, and, doubtless, succeed- 
ing generations will know an ostrich con- 
siderably superior to the wild variety in the 
quality of the plumage. | Unfortunately, it 
has proved somewhat difficult to “fix” the 
breed as far, and the progeny of specially 
selected birds will often fail to come up to 
expectations, or only a small proportion of the 
“chicks ’’ will develop the feather-producing 
powers of the parents. On this account the 
price of really good birds is fairly high, and 
the price may range up to £200 per

bird for very fine individuals. Sound stock is 
to be obtained at a much cheaper rate, and 
£60 to £70 for three-year-old birds is not 
excessive. Of course, such an industry is 
subject to considerable fluctuation, and the 
new ‘‘boom”’ will raise prices all round. 

Each bird ought to yield about one pound 
of feathers at a plucking, which takes place 
about every nine months, and the value may 
be as much as £10 to £17 or £18 in excep- 
tional cases. There are usually abdéut fifty 
quill feathers, including four fancy coloured, 
in each wing. The tails vary considerably 
in the number of feathers produced; 75 to 
100 is the usual number. <A good average 
weight is 5 ounces of quills, 5 ounces of tail, 
and 6 ounces blacks or drabs. 

THE OSTRICH’S AILMENTS. 

The birds are first plucked when nine 
months old, and then every successive nine 
months. The first two ‘‘ crops ” are of little 
value, and it is only when the birds are well 
over two years that they begin to pay an 
appreciable dividend. As a business under- 
taking, ostrich farming is decidedly good, but 
the man who would make it succeed must be 
prepared to devote much time and care to his 
stock, Despite the proverbial toughness of 
their constitution, the ostriches require care- 
ful handling and attention. They are greatly 
subject to certain diseases, and suffer much 
at times from internal parasites of taenia 
and strongylus types. 
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They may become “ panicky ” and run about 
madly until exhausted, when death often 


supervenes, or dash themselves against the | 


pa isades or wires of the enclosures, inflict 
ing grave injuries, They demand careful and 
tactful handling, and many birds become 
extremely savage in thoughtless or un- 
skilful hands. During the breeding season 
the cock becomes quarrelsome, and it is no 
trifling matter to be attacked by one of the 
great birds. Persons entering the ostrich 


enclosures usually carry a long stick or thick | 
branch—an effective method of warding off | 


| three to fou 


attacks by thrusting at the head and neck. 


STRIPPING THE PLUMES. 
The method by which the bird is deprived 
of its plumes is very interesting. The 
ostrich is first driven into a V-shaped com- 


ird, with some spare room for an operator. 
A long stocking-shaped hood is then slipped 
over the head, and, like a _ well-blinkered 
horse, the creature becomes quiet at once. 
The wings are raised, and such feathers as 
are fit for removal are clipped. This opera- 
tion demands care and experience, since 
the clipping of ‘‘unripe” plumes has a 
damaging effect on the next crop. Apart 
from the value of the feathers, the birds 
usually rear up to twenty chicks per year 
when mature. These are worth anything 
up to £20, and more, when six months old, 
although many farmers, jealous of their 
reputations as possessors of good stock and 
experienced breeders. refuse to part with the 
young birds until they are certain of their 
feather-producing qualities. 
THE PROFITS OF OSTRICH FARMING. 
Ostrich farming is a good “line’’ for any- 
one with a sufficient capital who is prepared 
to work hard. It is exceedingly interesting, 
and the discriminating breeder who takes

“In the very interesting publications of 
the Life Extension Institute of New York, 
ha said, ' you may find very plausible 
reasons given why there need be no limit at 
all to our expectation of duration of life. It 
is propounded that under suitable circum- 
stances of living, and especially by means of 
repeated examinations to find and control 
defects, life could be prolonged indefinite.y. 
Voronoff more moderately has, 1 believe, 
described 140 years as a reasonable expecta- 
tion. 

“ Whatever we may think of these possi- 
bilities, we have to face the fact at present 
that we are still on an average far short of 
the seventy years of the Psalmist. We are 
also faced with the position that his pessi- 
mistic description of the age group seventy 
to eighty of his time applies far too truth- 
fully to many of the years short of seventy 
in a great proportion of our population of the 
present day. | 

Dr. Willoughby agreed that the increase in 
the average duration of life had been con- 
siderable in the present century, averaging 
more than twelve vears. Although this was 
mainly owing to the decrease In infant 
mortality, it was partly due to the general 
lowering of death rates at other ages. 
Ten per cent. more of the  popula- 
tion now reached the age of nity. 
“he annual death rates for England and 
Wales averaged nearly twenty per thousand 
in the iast decade of the nineteenth century; 
they now averaged twelve per thousand. 
Infant mortalitv rates during the same period 
tad decreased from 167 per thousand births

SHANGHAI, Tuesday. 
A resolution indignantly protesting 
against the ‘‘evasion and procrastination 
practised by the Chinese Government in 


ance’’ of the nineteen years old British 
boy, John H. A. Y. Thorburn, was 
adopted this afternoon at a special meet- 
ing of members of the China Association 
here. and has been unanimously endorsed 
| by the Committees of the British Chamber 
of Commerce. the British Women’s Associa- 
tion. the St. George, St. Andrew, 
St. Patrick and St. David Societies and 
the United Service Association. 

The resolution continues: ‘‘In view of 
the evidence in possession of, and pub- 
lished by, British authorities, it considers 
the belated reply of the Chinese Govern- 
ment to be an affront to the British 
Government and to the intelligence of 
British nationals. 

‘‘It strongly resents the action of the 
Chinese Government in refusing to avail 
itself of the co-operation of the British 
authorities in elucidating the voluminous 
evidence in their possession relating to 
the arrest of Thorburn, and urges that 
effective measures should be adopted by 
the British Government to secure an ex- 
haustive investigation into all the circum- 
stances connected with his disappearance, 
and it desires to place on record its 
emphatic opinion that the handling of 
the Thorburn. case by the Chinese 
authorities only serves to strengthen the 


conviction, always entertained by those on 
the spot, that any safeguard or guarantees 
which the Chinese Government may have 
offered, or be prepared to offer. in connec- 
tion with the proposed abolition of extra-
